Diserepancy reported: 2d Ind dated 2+ Jan 1949 f/Hq 1227th Air Base Gp, 
Newfoundland Base Command, MATS, para 3a & 3b 
states that 


"By plotting a point 3 and 3/4 miles from the station on a beering of 
123° and following a flight path on a hecding of 29° for a distance of 
7-1/2 miles where the object disappeared would not put the object's 
disappearing point 182° from the station, 


"Thig same measage stated that the object travelled the distance of }4 
miles in 4 mimtes and 7 seconds timed by a stop watch. If this were 
true, the object could not have disappeared from seven and one half mile 
scope on which it wes sighted; neigher could it have disaypecred at one 
hundred and eighty-two degrees from the station asaiming that it did 
travel on a he-ding of 249° as stated."
